‘Experiment Initiated By Veterans 
Themselves Makes Promis-

Three hundred officers and men 
returning for demobilization on the 


Empress of Asia evolved a scheme 
for co-operative settlement on the 


lands of British Columbia, They 
elaborated their scheme and ‘pre- 
sented it to the authorities, For a 


time they received little encourage- 
ment, but eventually they found 
sympathy and encouragement from 
the government of British Columbia, 
The Dominion authorities agreed to

soldicr settlements in the province of 
Britislt Columbia are in course of 
development by soldier labor.

That on these conditions the strike 
order be withdrawn and that the 
miners continue at work on — these 
terms; that negotiations be entered 
into at the usual time for making the 
new scale effective after March 3h 
1920; .

Livestock Movements 


Shipments Handled Through Winni- 
peg Stockyard During Month | 
of August | 


During the month of August, 48,- 
233 head of cattle, 10,669 hogs, 4,473 
sheep and 1,149 fiorses were handled 
in the Winnipeg stockyards, Most of 
the cattle came from Saskatchewan, 
this province sending 25,224 head. 
Manitoba sent 11,598 head and Al- 
berta 8,196 head. The remainder came 
from British Columbia and castern 
provinces. “Most of the hogs came 
from the farmers of the provinces of 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan, “Who 
forwarded 9,800 to this market. A 
few also were sent from Alberta and 
the castern provinces, Of the sheep, 
Manitoba contributed nearly 3,500, 
Saskatchewan 400, and the balance 
came from the eastern provinces, Al- 
berta was the largest contributor of 
horses, nearly 600 coming from this 
province, Saskatchewan sent 437 
and Manitoba 35, 

A large number of the cattle went 
to the United States, nearly 17,800 
being accounted for.in this manner, 
The local abbatoirs took 14,700 head, 
while the remainder were equally di- 
vided between Lastern and Western 
Canada, The greater part of the hogs 
were taken by the local abbatoirs, but 
about 700 were returned to farmers 
in Western Canada, while a few were 
forwarded to Eastern Canada, Most 
of the sheep were returned to farm- 
ers in Manitoba and the other Prairie 
Provinces. About 200 went to the 
East, and 1,720 to the local abbatoirs, 
By far the greater number of horses 
were re-purchased by farmers in 
Western Canada, 76 only going to 
the East ond four to the United 
States,

The question as to whether women 
clerks are to be retained in the em- 
ployment of the great*banks has been 
arousing considerable 
late, especially among the male bank 
clerks themselves. It has already re- 
ceived the attention of the banking 
officials, and it is now regarded as 
certain that women are to become a 
permanent part of the staffs in the 
future, 

At the Bank of England over 200 
women clerks are employed, and 
these are now regarded as belonging 
to the permanent staff, 

As regards the attitude of the male 
clerks, there has been no direct pro- 
test against the employment of wo- 
men in banks, What, however, was 
strongly urged at a recent mass mect- 
ing of clerks, was that where women 
were employed they should be paid 
the same salaries as would be given 
to the men, 

A good many of the- women who 
took up the work during the war have 
proved themselves -in many cases 
especially good at coitpon work, and 
very adaptable in some other bran- 
ches of the banking business.
